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The Steamboat Competition on Fraser 
River. 

Editor British Colonist : — I hare had 
the pleasure to-day of reading in the New 
Westminster Time* a more than ordinarily 
clever artieie. It is headed •' Opposition 
Steamers,'' and shows suoh a thorough 
knowledge rf the benefit' of wholesome 
competition, that 1 cannot hut reward the 
astute journal by referring to it through the 
medium of your more widely circulated 
columns. 

The Times telii? u.s thai '•' the Steam Navi- 
gation Company, even while enjoying a mo- 
nopoly of the river, have always kept their 
frei"ht and prices of passago at a reasonable 
li"ure. They have also evinced a disposi- 
tion to accommodate the public that might 
well bo imitated by other steamers running 
in this pari of the world " (that's a clip ul 
Captain-, Mount and Welch, I suspect.) 
With regard to the prices charged by the old 
.company, the merchant shippers are of 
opinion that they were exorbitant, and that 
trade and commerce were crippled by the 
■excessive demands made by thai compnny. 
The intelligent Times dues nut agree with 
them, and presumes they know nothing 
about it ; and that the price was really cea- 
sonable. and chat none hot grumblers etiuld 
complain. Ever since steamers have run 
on Fraser River, travellers and business 
men going to Hope and V.t!>; hare been 
compelled by this accommodating company 
to go over one hundred miles out of their 
way, '.o eat meals on board at 81 and pay as 
much tnoje for beds, while doing so; in ad- 
dition io betas kept from sit to twelve tours 
at a village known as PurtiDouglas, when 
they ought to have been landed at Vale 
■within twelve bonis after their departure 
from New Westminster. 

Another example of the accommodating 
qualities that liav<e so overcome tho'Iflnes 
is found in tho faot that a number of citi- 
zens of Yale waited upon a manager in the 
old Company while at Hope, and reqtMSted 
that lie would run his steamer to Vale, .an 
tho charge made by boatmen between Hope 
and Yale were extravagant ; and further, 
that as a general thing, the people of Vile 
were not allowed sufficient timo to answer 
■ their correspondents bv tho return steamer 
— thus placing Vale at a great disadvantage. 
His reply was; "Givo me $10,000 mil J 
will accommodate you ; my boat is worth 
$40,000, and if you will pay one-fourth of 
her value, I will run then !" — virtually miiii- 
taitting that the Impedimenta were such that 
the risk was enormous. This obliged Yale 
merchants to pay nearly double the freight 
paid by thosu of Edit Hope. And yet, with 
'tho knowledge of these things (if 1)0 know! 
anything), the Timet undertakes to say that 
i the opposition of the Yale steamer i« not 
'legitimately required, Why, the very Ili- 
i rectors of thi old Company say themselves 

i Unit they look upon the Vale boat as a fair 
opposition, and C'apt. Irvine hlmsolf, I ven- 
ture to say, will asscit th-n same thing. 

Until the Yale bunt was nearly OOmpUted 
ijt was maintained that no steamer could

ling bear was held up, und nothing but 
■tardy enterprise could overcome it ; and 
the only way to overcome tho difficulty was 
for the people of Yale to own n boat, ol tholr 
own to carry their freight whither they 
would . This they have done, and now the

The Warrior Iron-Clad Frigate. 

The other day we gavo an extract from a 
late French journal, furnishing a description 
of the new French steel-clad war steamer 
La Glorie; and in a late number of the 
Army and Nary Gcaette, we find the follow- 
ing description of a new iron-clad vessel 
now building for tho English navy. As it is 
interesting to nolo the progress now making 
by science in the art of war. wo publish the 
article entire : 

The completion of the Wurrior is being 
pushed forward with as much activity as 
possible, and it is expected to be ready for 
launching in December. With the excep- 
tion of a small portion of the stern, the whole 
of the hull of the ship is completed. '1 he 
girders for the decks are in position, ami a 
great part of the flooring is laid. In the en- 
gine-room, the foundations for the engines, 
furnaces, and boilers are finished. The 
armor plates require an immense amount of 
time lor their manufacture and preparation, I 
as they tiro formed of hammered and not 
rolled iron, and are to be dove-tailed one 
into the other. At the ex peri merits which 
were made some months since on the plates 
supplied by the builders of the ship, and 
which were attached to the side of the Sinus 
for testing from the guns of the Excellent, 
the resisting power ol tho plates was found to 
be highly satisfactory. At the ordinary range, 
the shot failed to penetrate the plates; they 
were arranged on the dove-tail principle, 
and formed entirely ol scrap iron, built up 
and hammered. . 

Each plate is made of masses of iron, 
which are heated ill the lire, and welded 
and ineoi pointed piece by piece with steam 
hummers, until the requisite dimensions are 
oblaino I. The plates have then to be planed 
on the surfaces and edges, moulded into 
shape, and grooved upon each side, SO that 
the plates may lit one' into the other. More 
than half of the plate- are finished, and in a 
few days it commencement will be made ot 
placing them in position. Hie teak cover- 
ing of 18 inches thick on the broadsid«s ol 
the ship is nearly all fixed. The fighting 
and iron-clad surface of the ship extends for 
210 feet in length and 27 faet in depth, is 
fivefeet be eattt the water-load line, pre- 
senting a surface on each side of 5,670 
square feet of iron, 4] inches in thickness. 
Behind tins there are the two nets ol teak 
timber, each of nine inches square, one laid 
logitudinally and the other vertically oven 
the iron hull ol the ship, the skin ol which 
is five-eights ol an inch in thickness, and 
inside this again there is another surface id 

teak lining. The stern-post is one p 

and its weight 18 43 tons; its heiaht is 42 
feet; thickness inches; and broudlh IS 
inches. The Iceel-plate is \] inch in thick- 
ness, and from this Iho iron ribs ol the ship's 
side spring. These ribs aro of wronght-iron, 
made in joints of five feet ill length by t wo 
deep, and securely bolted together. I'he 
ribs are 44 inches apart, except at those | arts 
where the sides are pierced for the poil- 
hn'.es, urn! ill those parts the ri l> - equal in

At the bows °nd stern of the ship the iron 
us,,,! in the construction is of the ordinary 
thickness; but it is rendered ol immense 
strength by a complete network ol iron 
compartments, '27 in number, formed by the 
crossing and intersecting of plates ol iron 
four-eighths ol an inch thick. Any one or 
more ol these compartments may bo in- 
jured oi pierced by shot without endangering 
the safety ol the ship, and even if the whole 
of the bow and stem, which extends be- 
yond the armour-covered surface, were 
knocked away, the centre itsell would still 
form an immense water-tighl compartment 
in winch the s-'uns could be worked, and 
which would be im almost all practical pur- 
poses invulnerable. The engines are to be 
of 1,200 horses' power, and then weight, 
with boilers, 960 tons. Hot Btowago lor coals 
will be about 1000 mns, and ber weight, in- 
cluding armament and stores, will be up- 
wards of 9,000 tons. The speed expected 
j a 14 knots, and there appears reason lo 
suppose that this rale may not be attained.
